(4) at least partially removing any residue-forming substances remaining on the 
surface of the vehicle, if any residue-forming substances remain on the surface 
of die vehicle; 

(5) applying a treating composition to the surface of the vehicle, said treating 
composition comprising [an effective amount of) non-photoactive 
nanoparticles; 

(6) allowing the treating composition to dry on the surface of the vehicle before 
(the surface of the vehicle is contacted by water] any water subsequentl y 
contacts the treated surface of the vehicle. 

4. (Amended) The method of Claim 3 wherein the [method is performed without a step 
of drying the surface of the vehicle after step (4)] surface of the vehicle is not dried 
after the step of rinsing the surface of the vehicle with purified rinse water .
